Adams county's seam s may be 
bursting with a banner apple crop, 
but fruit growers apparently do not 
want *to get rid of their apples bad 
enough to warrant selling them to 
the government — at the price 
offered. 
The government, through the Pro­ 
duction and Marketing Administra­ 
tion. offered to purcha.se 13 carloads 
of 
apples 
from 
Adams 
county 
growers during the period extending 
from October IO until today The 
price to be paid was $1 70 a bushel 
for U S No I’*, mostly 2 4 -inch and 
up, loaded in new bushel baskets 
directly into railroad cars. Not one 
grower applied to the county Pro­ 
duction and Marketing Administra­ 
tion County and Community com- 
\ mittee office to sell portions of his 
crop to the government. The apples 
were to be distributed in schools. 
Numerous inquiries made by grow­ 
ers when the government purchase 
plans were first announced indicated 
the possibility that the county would

Pfeiffer College Is 
Historians’ Topic 


The November meeting of the Ad­ 
ams County Historical society will 
be held next Tuesday evening at 
7:30 o’clock in the society rooms in 
the court house with Charles Diller 
of Hanover as the speaker.

As the father rushed to the back­ 
yard Johnny stepped to the tele­ 
phone and dialed 4333.

Civilian vol­ 
unteers rolled in. 
They swung pick axes and shovels.

C arbure'or Comes Last 
As a m atter of cold fact the car­ 
buretor should come last in any 
motor tune-up. T hat is because car­ 
buretion is so largely influenced by 
compression and ignition. But m a­ 
jority of motorists, and not a few 
mechanics, are inclined to reverse 
the process 
Without good valving and proper 
ring control there can be no normal 
compression and thus no satisfac­ 
tion from the motor regardless of 
how well the carburetor functions. 
It is the same with ignition Worn 
spark plugs or inefficient breaker 
points will spoil the whop* job. Nor 
will good ignition be able to over­ 
come loss of compression. Actually 
the compression test shows up the 
situation with regard to the motor s 
mechanical condition, at least so far 
as its cylinders, pistons, rings and 
valves ate concerned. Any effort to 
compensate for compression loss by
